8. To hear reports of officers, auditors or committees heretofore 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

9. To choose agents and committees in relation to any subject em- 
braced in this warrant ; 

10. To raise and appropriate such a sum of money as may be 
necessary to pay the county commissioners for their services in the 
hearing on the appeal from the location of the school house in 
Division Ten by the committee appvinted therefor, March tenth,1891.
